BANOOR, Me., June 2.— The enthuiastic 


Republicans ot Maine are in session here 
today. Reed enthusiasm is on top in co- 
riaus quantities., and Maine's loyalty for 
Mr. Reed is of t be strong kind. 


It was 2 o'clock this afternoon when J. 


H. Manley, Chairman of the State Com- 
mittee, called the convention to order. 
The call was read by the Secretary, Mr. 
Byron Boyd. Prayer was offered by the 
Rev. Dr. George W. Field of Bangor. 
Chairman Manley then said : 


"Under President Cleveland's first ad- 


ministration he appointed to a high dip- 
lomatic office a young man from Maine 
who had recently graduated from college 
and law school. 
This young man was a 


Democrat by inheritance of three genera- 
tions. 
He (discharged the responsible 


duties intrusted to him in such a manner 
as to win for himself international fame 
and reflect credit and honor upon bis 
state and country. 
So faithfully and so 


efficiently did he discharge these duties, 
notwithstanding his membership in the 
Democratic party, President 
Harrison 


sent him on two important diplomatic 
missions. 
Upon the incoming of the 


second and last administration of. Grover 
Cleveland, this young man, imbued with 
a patriiHic spirit, thoroughly American, 
knowing from his own experience the un- 
American and un-patriotic position into 
which the Democratic party had drifted 
renounced his allegiance to that party, 
and sought fellowship within the folds of 
the Republican party. 


"In the campaign of 1891 tie rendered 


very efficient and valuable service upon 
the stump in Maine, in Massachusetts 
and in New York. In partial recognition

The veto is a surprise, and a courageous 


act on the part of the governor. He has 
opposed an immense corporation and 
great money interests.

OVER HIS VETO. 


The House Today Makes Short 


Work of Cleveland's River 


and Harbor Veto, 


PASSED BY VOTE OF 220 TO 60 


SEXATOR IHORRILL MAKES A 


GREAT SPEECH AGAINST 


FREE SILVER AMU ITS 


FRIENDS. 


[Special Dispatch to tho Transcript.] 


WASHINGTON, June 2.—The river and 


harbor bill was passed over the president's 
veto in the house today. After some pre- 
liminary routine during the first hour 
Hooker read the report of the river and 
harbor committee in favor of passing the 
bill over the president's veto, and then 
moved the previous question. 


Instantly Dockery, Democrat of Mis 


souri, was up demanding recognition, 
but Speaker Reed said debate was not in 
order. Members were shouting, "vote, 
vote," but the voice of Dockery pierced 
the uproar shouting: "The gentlemen 
agreed yesterday to debate this bill. This 
is unfair, unjust and unmanly." The 
house demanded the previous question, 
178 to 60 by a rising vote. The bill then 
passed 220 to 60. 


WASHINGTON, June 2.—Great issues 


are on in the senate today. 
The session 


began at 2 o'clock in anticipation of the 
closing struggle and final vote on the 
Butler bill, prohibiting the issuance of 
bonds, and the speech on the Dingley 
tariff bill by senator Morrill, chairman of 
the finance committee. 


Senator Hawley from the military com- 


mittee reported a bill promoting the effi- 
ciency of the militia, which will be called 
up next session. After some minor rou- 
tine, Mr. Morrill was recognized for his 
speech on the tariff bill. His strong voice 
and earnest manner gave no indication of 
his advanced age. 


The senator predicted the platform of 


the Republican party would place every 
dollar of our money in circulation on a 
parity with the best in the world. While 
the political ground under the Democratic 
party appeared to be dangerously vol- 
canic. Mr. Morrill said in part: 


"Beyond all controversy that wherever 


the silver standard of money alone prac- 
tically prevails, the lowest and poorest 
standard of wages prevails. The ludicrous 
misinformation which supports the broad 
assertion that countries where a silver 
money standard prevails have a hundred 
per cent of exchange premium in their 
favor is as much a travesty on the facts 
as on commonsense." 


'The country which nses depreciated 


currency falls nnder many disadvantages 
and as certainly and swiftly as a man of 
business whose credit 
is depreciated. 


What we buy of silver standard countries 
can be paid for in depreciated silver. 
What they buy of us must be paid in the 
best sound money and nowhere subject to 
any discount. Free coinage of silver as a 
remedy against Japanese or any cheap 
foreign labor would prove very much like 
taking refuge in a pest house to avoid 
plague. 


"Bimetallism is nothing more than 


two racialisms, though sometimes indus 
triously and artfully used to mean unlim- 
ited free coinage of gold and silver. If 
the United States starts in this desperate 
silver risk alone, we shall be defeated and 
silver will be further humbled and take a 
lower position in the estimation of the 
commercial nations. 


"Certainly an invitation from the com- 


mercial nations to join in a co-operative 
agreement, for a larger money use of silver 
would be accepted by a Republican ad- 
ministration but it would be more desira- 
ble that the United States receive rather 
than offer an invitation, as the American 
production of silver is comparatively BO 
large. Any initiatory step on our part 
might subject us to the charge of being 
inspired by the thrifty purpose |of secur- 
ing a better market for our annual do- 
mestic product."

Blackinton People Want a Street Accepted.

The regular meeting of the city council 


was called to order Monday evening at 
7.30 o'clock and the roll-call showed that 
a quorum was pretent. 


Clerk Brooker read a petition from C. J. 


Parkhurst stating that he had been re- 
tained by Henry T. Williams as council, 
in case it was decided to take Mr. Wil- 
liams' property near the normal school 
for city or normal school purposes by pro- 
cess of law. On motion of Councilman 
Brown the petition was accepted and 
referred to the city solicitor. 


The clerk read a communication from 


C. H. Hubbard, chairman of tho invitation 
committee, inviting the council, in behalf 
of the bicycle organization known as the 
Pilgrims, to attend the first annual tour- 
nament, to be held on the fair grounds 
Saturday afternoon, June 13. The invita- 
tion was accepted on motion of Council- 
man Bissaillon. 


Councilman Whitaker presented a peti- 


tion from citizens of Blackinton request- 
ing that Church street ia that village be 
made a public street, as the residents of 
the street want it put in better condition, 
and also want Broad brook water. The 
boundaries of the street were given in' the 
petition. The petition was referred to 
the committee on streets, and on motion 
of Councilman Tilton it was voted to in- 
struct the committee to change the name, 
in case the street is accepted, as there is 
already one Church street in the city. 


Councilman Darby presented a petition 


asking the city to accept that portion of 
Holbrook street which is east of Meadow 
street, and also Rock street, which is east 
of Meadow street and parallel to it, the 
name of the latter to be changed to Yale 
street. Mr. Darby moved that the peti- 
tion be acted upon at once, but on amend- 
ment by Councilman Whitaker it was re. 
teneA to the committee on streets. 


Councilman Whitaker, chairman of the 


committee on ordinances, reported several 
minor changes in an ordinance regulating 
the erection, alteration, repair and con- 
struction of buildings. Councilman Rice 
thought section 4, which prohibits erec- 
tion, alteration or repairs within the fire 
limits without the permit of the in 
spector, placed too much power in the 
hands of the inspector, who might com- 
l>el the owner of a building slightly dam- 
aged by fire to tear it down. He there- 
fore offered an amendment to the effect 
that repairs should be permitted in any 
caae where the worth of the buJding was 
50 per cent of what it would cost to build 
it. There was a long discussion over this 
amendment, ' in which City Engineer 
Emi£h was called upon for his opinion. 
He was against placing discretionary 
power in the bands of any official when it 
could be avoided, but in this case he was 
afraid there would be as much danger 
with the amendmendment as without it. 
The amendment was lost, and on motion 
of Councilman Whitaker the minor 
amendments were accepted and the ordi- 
nance was passed to be ordained. 


Councilman Stroud presented an ordi- 


nance providing that no street be accept- 
ed by the city until its boundaries are per- 
fectly described and marked, and the 
abutters are willing to give the necessary 
land. Mr. Stroud moved that the ordi- 
nance be acted upon, but on amendment 
by Councilman Wilkinson it was referred 
to the committee on ordinances. 


No further business was presented and 


the council adjourned.

THE PURCHASE COMPLETED. 


The Sits of Fort Massachusetts, Belongs 


to the Historical Society. 


The site of Fort Massachusetts, which

Union Mass Meeting. 


Under the auspices of the Y. M. C. A. a 


union mass meeting will be held Sunday 
evening in the Methodist church at 7.30 
o'clock. Rev. F. D. Tenney will address 
the meeting on "The Making of Mankind" 
Secretary Lovejoy will also speak. 


The city finds it will be advantageous to 


make more office room and accordingly 
plans are being considered for some im- 
portant changes. 


Nothing very definite is yet given out 


by the city officials under whose direction 
the changes will be made, but it is under- 
stood that arrangements are being made 
to move the court room from the city hall 
building to the city's building on Sta.ta 
street, where it will be located in the 
room now occupied by the Hoosac Valley 
News. The lease held by the News does 
not expire till next spring, but the pro- 
prietors have generously consented to 
vacate whenever the city debirea to de- 
vote the building to public uses, and the 
change will probably be made in the near 
future. 


It was thought when the city hall was 


fitted that it would accommodate all de- 
partments and still leave room for the 
district court, but already the city finds 
itself short of office room. The assessors, 
who should have an office in the building, 
are quartered in the North Adams saviiigb 
bank building, and the office assigned to 
the city engineer proves too small lor his 
use. When the alterations are completed 
the board of health will probably have an 
office in the city hall. It ia proposed to 
cut what is now the court room into 
offices, and one will be a roomy office for 
City Engineer Emigh, whose accumula- 
tion of plans, specifications, maps, etc., 
demands more room than his present 
office affords. 


How the building on State street will be 


utilized is not yet fully settled, but the 
court room will probably be in what is 
now used by the News as a press room, 
while the editorial rooms will make a 
good office tor the court clerk. 
This 


arrangement will bring the court room 
in close proximity to the police station, 
which will be very convenient. 
By a 


small outlay the two buildings could be 
connected, and this may be done. 


If the press room is used for the court 


room the latter will be much smaller than 
it now is, but the present tendency in 
many places is toward smaller court 
rooms. It is felt that it is not necessary to 
provide accommodations for large audi. 
ences, and those who have observed the 
attendance in the district court on some 
occasions will be easily led to take this 
view of the matter. 


It is expected that the question of mak- 


ing these changes will come before the 
city council at its next meeting, and as 
soon as the step is authorized the board of 
public works will proceed to make the 
desired alterations.

Teaching and Have the Children or all 


Faiths In the Public 


Schools, 


In the fourth sermon upon the Christ of 


Tomorrow, Mr. Tenney asserted that the 
close connection between Christianity 
and education,in the past,the fact that the 
reformers were also educational leaders, 
that the most influential institutions of 
learning in our land today are Christian, 
make it possible for us to look forward 
with the hope that the Christian ideal of 
education shall yet be more perfectly real- 
ized. The need of education is seen when 
we learn that even in Massachusetts 
where our laws are so much in advance of 
other states, there are over ten tunusand 
children under ten years of age working 
in factories and twenty-five thousand who 
have never seen the inside of a school 
room. As a money getting nation, it were 
Well for us to stop the clausing machinery 
and the whirring wheels long enough to 
hear that "cry of the children" which 
Mrs. Browning heard in the darkest days 
of England's infamous factory system. 
Neither the greed of selfish employers or 
the ignorance, indolence or nece&sity of 
parents, should be permitted to deprive 
the children of their natural birthright, a, 
suitable education. The legitimate result 
of a half educated working class in ,-i 
democracy is an increase of those men 
who are but tools in the hands of unscru- 
pulous political manipulators and also 
the increase of our criminal classes. Men 
who have been physically, intellectually 
and morally dwarfed during their growing 
years, will almost inevitably seek in low 
and sensual eratifiliation, the recreation, 
which if they were properly educated, 
they might gain by the exercise of their 
highest intellectual faculties better pay, 
not only for the text books of the children 
but also for their time, than to have the 
gulf widened between the rich and the 
pojr by reason of the superior metit 
physical and moral discipline of the more 
favored class. Ignorance is not indeed 
the bole cause of the evils which afflict us; 
but the ignorance which can be imposed 
upon by the bigot or the agitator, is a 
positive menace to our peace as a people*

"SALTRELDS HURT. 


Hew York State Industry Demonllnd by 


Democracy. 


The western Now York saltfield, em- 


braced in the counties of Genessee, Liv- 
ingston and Wyoming, extends over ten 
townships, with au aggregate population 
of 28,108. 
Tho amount of wages dis- 


tributed in the salt industry iu those 
teu townships in ISO! was in round 
numbers $550,000; the freights paid on 
salt, coal, cooperage, etc., $1.200.000; 
the amount paid for cooperage, box 
ihooks, bugging, etc., was $650,000; a 
total distribution of money to the 
amount of $2,400,000 in a single year. 
That was under the HcKinlcy tariil, 
with protection to salt. 


In 1895, under the Gormun tariff, 


with salt on the free list, the distribu- 
tion of money ia this same section 
through the salt industry was as ful- 
lows: Wages, $105,000; freights, etc., 
$400,000; cooperage, 
bagging, etc., 


$215,000, a total of $780,000, or a re- 
duction-of about 08 per cent traceable 
directly to free trade. 
The immediate 


localities suffered to tho extent of $385,- 
000 a year—a distribution of wages de- 
creased by about $17 per capita for the

000 in the amount of cooperage aud 
nagging used, the major part (if which 
was a loss to labor affecting the lumber 
men in Michigan, the cotton operatives 
in the east and sewing girls in Now 
York city, where the bulk of the bagging 
has been made up. 


The manufacturers of cotton in the 


New England states, and the lumber- 
men of the north and west, are as much 
affected by the placing of salt on the 
free list as are the snltmakers in the 
western New York saltfield—and the 
great railroad corporations are affected 
as much as both put torcther.

South Broadway merchants and resi. 
dents of the devastated portions o) 
south St. Louis. It states that theloss 
of propert is greater than was at first 
supposed, it being estimated at $20,- 
000,000. For this reason, the call con. 
tinues, assistance is sorely needed, and 
the generous offers of numerous cities 
of this and foreign countries should 
not be declined. The mayor and many 
other business men, however, believe 
that the situation does not demand an 
appeal for outside aid. Up to last even- 
ing it was thought fifty patients were 
in the ruins of the city hospital, which 
was demolished by the tornado 
To- 


day every man, woman and child who 
was in the institution, either as nurse, 
doctor, patient or attendant has been 
accounted for. Michael Dunn was the 
only patient killed outright by the 
storm. Some have died since, hut only 
a few from actual injuries received. 
The list of persons missing aince the 
storm is still remarkably long. At 
present the police have 
about 120 


names of persons who cannot be ac- 
counted for, and it is probable that 
some of these may yet be found under 
the ruins. It has been believed from 
the first that at least thirty persons 
lost their lives by being blown into the 
river, and only three of them have 
been recovered thus far. The local 
relief fund is now far beyond the 8100,- 
000 mark. The extent of the tornado's 
disastrous work here and in East St. 
Louis has overshadowed the losses sus- 
tained in adjacent towns in Missouri 
and Illinois, and no accurate list of 
the killed has been made. A careful 
compilation from all sources places the 
number of killed at 46; injured 76, and 
property loss $350,000, in towns out 
side of St. Louis and East St. Louis.

Moscow, June 1.—Every effort is be- 


ing made to clear the Hodynsky plain 
of the dead upon it who lost their 
lives in the frightful disaster of Sat- 
urday, Last evening a number of 
bodies were found on the edge of th« 
plain and in the villages around. These 
dead were injured and crawled until 
death overtook them. The functions 
in connection with the coronation fes- 
tivities are being given as though 
nothing had happened. The pleasure 
resorts are open as usual. Several 
wealthy residents gave garden parties 
yesterday and things generally are 
going on as though nothing out of the 
ordinary had occurred. Many of the 
Moujiks danced about beer casks while 
the dead were lying around. The 
mob subsequent to the disaster oallous- 
ly stood by the corpses and received the 
doles. AU the bodies of the victims 
were interred yesterday. About half 
of the dead were identified. 
The un- 


claimed dead filled eleven trenches 
which were fifty yards long. Priests 
officiated at all the interments. Many 
pathetic scenes were witnessed as the 
bodies were consigned to the earth. 
Thousands of persons were iu the 
cemetery weeping and praying. Upon 
the hearts of all the dead were planed 
icons, or sacred pictures. To-day the 
city has resumed its normal aspect and 
a stranger, unless told, would never 
for a moment imagine that only two 
days ago one of the most 
frightful 


calamities that ever occurred in Rus- 
sia had taken place just outside the 
city.

AN HISTORICAL DOCUMENT.

of Texan Unearthed in Washington.
